Moyers was asked whether 
peace is closer now than it was 
at Christmas.

is our own, whether they’ve in­ 
terfered with the operation of 
the draft board” and that is 
what was involved in reclassify­ 
ing as 1A several University of 
Michigan youths, Hershey said. 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich., 
had protested the action by the 
draft boards. He wrote the Jus­ 
tice Department for its views on 
a claim in a letter to him by 
Hershey that he is authorized by 
presidential executive order to 
reclassify men "found to be de­ 


linquent under the Selective 
Service Act."• • • 
Hart made public Tuesday a 
reply by Asst. Atty. Gen. Fred 
M. Vinson Jr. saying "we know 
of no executive order or any 
other pronouncement by this 
department 
indicating either 
concurrence or disagreement ’ 
with Hershey’s views in the let­ 
ter to Hart. 
"I am satisfied," Vinson went 
on, "as a matter of both law 
and policy, that sanctions of the 
Universal Military Training and 
Service Act cannot be used to 
stifle constitutionally protected 
expressions of views. 
"In short, where opinion is 
expressed, 
if 
there 
is 
no 
transgression of law\ then no 
sanctions can be imposed. If 
there is a transgression, then 
the sanctions which attach to it 
are all that should be applied.” ■ 
Hershey, at Ft. Stewart, Ga., 
meeting 
with 
Southeastern 
states draft officials, said "No­ 
body’s told me yet whether any­ 
one’s been intimidated on his 
beliefs or whether there’s an 
argument as to whether these 
boys have interfered with the 
operation of the draft boards.” I 


The students were convicted 
of trespass under an Ann Arbor, 
Mich., ordinance. But Hart said 
"No court ever ruled that the 
Selective Service Act was vio­ 
lated, only Gen. Hershey. And 
he cites as his authority an ex­ 
ecutive order that the Justice 
Department says is nonexist­ 
ent." 
Hershey said "the fine point" 
is that "people say if you're 
reclassifying someone you must 
be punishing him.

Hart 
was 
probably 
thinking in terms of guilty or 
not guilty for these students. 
But a classification process is 
administrative, not legal — and 
there’s no question about who 
makes that law\ 
"Our law provides that any 
one who does something con­ 
trary to their deferment — and 
the state director notified the 
local boards of each of the stu­ 
dents that they had interfered 
with the draft board — then the 
local board has the right to 
decide on their reclassifica­ 
tion," Hershey added. 
Hershey said he had not read 
Vinson’s letter but "I don’t 
think” he said anything to the 
contrary.

Press secretary Bill D. Moy­ 
ers said a study growing out of 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy showed "the 
necessity for better records on 
calls to the White House.”

Names 
of telephone callers are being 
logged in that connection, too, 
he said.

So, 
for some 20 months, the authority m em bers 
took the money in a w ay that could be con­ 
strued as Illegally.

held up these respected citizens to public 
ridicule. 
They might have

But it is unlikely Nanda will 
be a tough leader. Shastri felt,

more than

taskm aster. 
Nanda is likely to follow this 
line, now that he m ust deal with

cur­ 
rents, such as different religions 
and 
languages.

Nanda, Shastri smoothed over 
many dom estic quarrels. 
In foreign policy, Nanda ap­ 
pears to have little room for 
m aneuver, even if he wanted to 
reverse trends.

died at Tashkent early Tuesday,

agriculture. 
Nanda will have to continue this 
or India will go hungry. 
In other fields, Nanda is un­ 
likely 
to 
reverse 
Shastri's 
course because as home m inis­ 
ter, the second most powerful 
governm ent office, he had a big 
hand in planning and carrying 
out the prim e m inister’s poli­ 
cies. 
• • • 
It was Nanda who carried out 
the arrests of more than 1,100 
Communists last year. 
He is 
likely to continue this firm poli­ 
cy. 
A question m ark is whether 
Nanda can do as well as his 
predecessor in holding together 
the ruling Congress party. 
The party for years has been 
a unifying force in India but it 
has many factions. 
At least three Congress lead­ 
ers are known to aspire to In­ 
dia's leadership and if they do 
not give full support to N anda 
there could be trouble.
